The M11, properly the Norwich motorway, was originally planned to link London 
and the North with Stansted - then to be the third airport. 


It is still proposed to divert this 6-lane motorway to one mile west of Cambridge. 
taking over the route and name of a Western Bypass. 


This will bring a NEW N-S freight route of international magnitude unnecessarily 
close to a historic town - it will act as a magnet, creating traffic pressures on 
the area - it cannot function as a relief road to reduce city congestion caused by 
increasing local traffic. 


For this, a second road, to run between the M11 and western Cambridge, has 
been approved. It is to cut through a quiet residential district and a favourite 
recreational area by the river - the distinctive feature of ancient university 
still partly set among fields, fens and wooded countryside will be irretrievably 


lost.
